1.0 PURPOSE

The City of Hialeah desires to retain a professional consuitant(s) to provide professional services "as
required” under an engineering services contract. Interested consultant firms or individuals shall be
qualified pursuant to state law. This statement describes and defines the services required.

2.0 SCOPE

The services to be provided by the consultant(s) for Pedestrian and Bike Path Improvements to West 4th
Avenue Frontage Road from 29th to 49th Street will be (1) general consulting services whereby the
consultant(s) may seive as advisor, administrative consultant or technical consultant to the City. The
consultant(s) will be asked to act as an additional technical resource supporting and supplementing City
Staff. (2) Services could also be project specific, whereby the consultant(s} will be asked to prepare
planning documents, construction plans and specifications and/or provide construction management
services. The construction management services 1o be provided are for the project completed by the
consultant(s). Other professional services to be provided may include and not be limited to roadway
design, drainage design, structural design, traffic & transportation engineering, civil/site planning &
design, sanitary engineering, environmental engineering, contract administration, construction inspection,
material inspection, and project management. From time to time consultanis may be asked to assist the
City in negotiations with other municipalities, regulatory agencies, developers, local and state

The selected consultant(s) shall have the ability to provide the City of Hialeah the following services.
2.1 ENGINEERING DESIGN

a. Roadway Design:

Includes roadway design and drainage analysis needed to prepare a complete set of
roadway construction plans including drainage design, traffic control, street lighting,
permits applications and technical specification and bid documents as needed. All

Includes site investigations, environmental assessments and design as needed to prepare
remediation plans for underground storage tanks, hazardous waste materials and asbestos
removal, and permit applications. All documents to be signed and sealed by a
Professional Engineer registered in the State of Florida.

3.0 Federal and State Requirements
3.1  Brooks Act (40 USC 1101-1104)

The Brooks Act requires agencies to promote open competition by advertising, ranking,
selecting, and negotiating contracts based on demonstrated competence and qualifications for
the type of engineering and design services being procured, and at a fair and reasonable price.
Engineering and design related services are defined in 23 U.S.C. §112 (b)(2)(A) and 23
C.F.R. §172.3 to include program management, construction management, feasibility studies,

preliminary engineering, design engineering, surveying, mapping, or other related services.
These other services may include professional engineering related services, or incidental
services that may be performed by a professional engineer, or individuals working under their
direction, who may logically or justifiably perform these services.

Letting of Contracts (23 U.S.C. 112(b)(2)(A))

Bidding Requirements - (2) Contracting for engineering and design services. - (A} General
rule - Each contract for program management, construction management, feasibility studies,
preliminary engineering, design, engineering, surveying, mapping, or architectural related
services with respect to a project subject to the provisions of subsection (a} of this section
shall be awarded in the same manner as a contract for architectural and engineering services
is negotiated under title IX of the Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949
or equivalent State qualifications-based requirements.

Methods of Procurement (23 CFR 172.7)

Procurement. The procurement of Federal-aid highway contracts for engineering and design
related services shall be evaluated and ranked by the contracting ageney using the following
procedure:
(a) Competitive Negotiation. When Federal-aid highway funds are involved in the contract,
compelitive negotiation should be used for the selection of a consultant to provide
engineering and design related services. The following procedures shall apply to the
competitive negotiation process:

(1) Scope, evaluation factors and cost estimate development. The contracting agency

shall prepare:

(i) A scope of work before issuing a Request for Proposal that reflects a clear,
accurate, and detailed description of the technical requirements for the services to
be rendered and a list identifying the evaluation factors and their relative
importance.

(ii) A detailed cost estimate, except for contracts awarded under small purchase
procedures, with an appropriate breakdown of specific types of labor required,
waork hours, and an estimate of the consultant's fixed fee (considering the risk and
complexity of the project) for use during negotiations.

(2) Soliciting proposals

(i) Solicitation. The solicitation process shall be by advertisement (project, task or
service), by mailing Requests for Proposals to certified/prequalified consultants,
or any other method that ensures qualified in-State and out-of-State consultants
are given the opportunity to be considered for award of a contract. It shall include
a process where either:

{A) General interest is solicited for performing the work; responding consultants
are ranked based on an evaluation of their qualification statements (submitted
with their letters of interest or on file with the contracting agency); and
proposals are requested from three or more firms starting with the highest
ranked firm, or

(B) Proposals are solicited from all consultants that are interested in being
considered for the work.

(ii) Request for proposal. The request for proposal shall:

{A) Provide a description of the scope of work and identification of the
evaluation factors including their relative importance as included in
paragraph (a)(1) of this section.

(B) Specify the method(s) of payment (fump sum, cost plus a fixed fee, cost per
unit of work, or specific rate(s) of compensation).

{C) Request the submission of a proposal. Priced proposals may be used in the
selection phase if allowed for under a State statute, but shall not be used in
the selection phase when qualifications-based procedures are used.

(D) Allow sufficient time for the consultant to prepare and submit the proposal.

(3) Analysis and selection

(i) The consultanis’ proposals, containing the information required by paragraph
(a)(2} of this section, shall be evaluated and ranked by the contracting agency.
This process shall include an analysis of the proposals in comparison to the
evaluation factors. In addition, the consultants' applicable work experience,
present workload, past performance, staffing capabilities, etc., should be
evaluated and included in the ranking process.

(ii) The award of engineering and design related services shall:

(A) Utilize qualifications-based procedures that either comply with the
provisions of Title IX of the Federal Property and Administrative Services
Act of 1949 (Pub. L. 92-582, 86 Stat. 1278 (1972), as amended) or utilize
equivalent State qualifications-based procedures, or

(B) Utilize a formal procurement procedure that is established by State statute or
is subsequently established by State statute.

(iii) The contracting agency shall retain acceptable documentation of the proposal,
evaluation and selection of the consultant. Records shall be maintained in
accordance with the provisions of 49 CFR 18.42.

(4) Negotiation responsibilitics.

(i) The negotiator shall use all resources available to conduct effective negotiations,
including but not limited to, the refined scope of work, the evaluation factors and
their relative importance, the agency's cost estimate as required in paragraph
(a)(1) of this section and the audit opinion issued as a result of the prenegotiation
audit required in § 172.5(c) of this part.

(ii) The negotiator shall separately negotiate the dollar amounts for elements of cost
and a fixed fee except for services normally negotiated on a per unit (includes
costs and fees) cost.

(iii) The contracting agency shall maintain records of negotiations to document
negotiation activities and set forth the resources considered by the negotiator.
Records shall be maintained in accordance with the provisions of 49 CFR 18.42.

(5) Execution of contracts. The proposed contract including the agreed upon cost figures
shall be submitted to the FHWA for approval prior to its execution.

Legislative Intent (287.001)

The Legislature recognizes that fair and open competition is a basic tenet of public
procurement; that such competition reduces the appearance and opportunity for favoritism
and inspires public confidence that contracts are awarded equitably and economically; and
that documentation of the acts taken and effective monitoring mechanisms are important
means of curbing any improprieties and establishing public confidence in the process by
which commeodities and contractual services are procured. It is essential to the effective and
ethical procurement of commodities and contractual services that there be a system of
uniform procedures to be utilized by state agencies in managing and procuring commodities
and contractual services; that detailed justification of agency decisions in the procurement of
commodities and contractual services be maintained; and that adherence by the agency and
the vendor to specific ethical considerations be required.

Consultants Competitive Negotiation Act (287.055(4))

a. For each proposed project, the agency shall evaluate current statements of qualifications
and performance data on file with the agency, together with those that may be submitted
by other firms regarding the proposed project, and shall conduct discussions with, and
may require public presentations by, no fewer than three firms regarding their
qualifications, approach to the project, and ability to furnish the required services.

b. The agency shall select in order of preference no fewer than three firms deemed to be the
most highly qualified to perform the required services. In determining whether a firm is
qualified, the agency shall consider such factors as the ability of professional personnel;
whether a firm is a certified minority business enterprise; past performance; willingness
to meet time and budget requirements; location; recent, current, and projected workloads
of the firms; and the volume of work previously awarded to each firm by the agency,
with the object of effecting an equitable distribution of contracts among qualified firms,
provided such distribution does not violate the principle of selection of the most highly
qualified firms. The agency may request, accept, and consider proposals for the
compensation to be paid under the contract only during competitive negotiations under
subsection (5).

¢. This subsection does not apply to a professional service contract for a project the basic
construction cost of which is estimated by the agency to be not in excess of the threshold
amount provided in s. 287.017 for CATEGORY FIVE or for a planning or study activity
when the fee for professional services is not in excess of the threshold amount provided
in 5. 287.017 for CATEGORY TWOQ. However, if, in using another procurement process,
the majority of the compensation proposed by firms is in excess of the appropriate
threshold amount, the agency shall reject all proposals and reinitiate the procurement
pursuant to this subsection.

d. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prohibit a continuing contract between a firm and
an agency.

Conflicts of Interest (23 CFR 1.33)

No official or employee of a State or any other governmental instrumentality who is
authorized in his official capacity to negotiate, make, accept or approve, or to take part in
negotiating, making, accepting or approving any contract or subcontract in connection with a
project shall have, directly or indirectly, any financial or other personal interest in any such
contract or subcontract. No engineer, attorney, appraiser, inspector or other person
performing services for a State or a governmental instrumentality in connection with a project
shall have, directly or indirectly, a financial or other personal interest, other than his
employment or retention by a State or other governmental instrumentality, in any coantract or
subcontract in connection with such project. No officer or employee of such person retained
by a State or other governmental instrumentality shall have, directly or indirectly, any
financial or other personal interest in any real property acquired for a project unless such
interest is openly disclosed upon the public records of the State highway department and of
such other governmental instrumentality, and such officer, employee or person has not
participated in such acquisition for and in behalf of the State. It shall be the responsibility of
the State to enforce the requirements of this section.

Acquisition of Professional Services

When a Local Agency determines it needs the services of a consultant, it must proceed
according to the statutory provisions outlined in Section 287.055, F.S. State law applies to
both the Department and the Local Agencies. Therefore, the Local Agency’s procedures
should be similar to the Department’s Acquisition of Professional Services Procedure (Topic

375-030-002).
Overhead Rates (indirect rates/Direct Salary Multipliers)

The acceptance of indirect cost rates established in accordance with the FAR by the cognizant
agency if they are not under dispute and application of those rates for the purposes of contract
estimation, negotiation, administration, reporting, and contract payment (23 U.S.C.
112(b)(2)(C) to (D) and 23 CFR 172.7(b)} will be used for contracts by Florida DOT and
local public agencies utilizing Federal-aid.

DBE and MBE Participation (49 CFR 26.51)

Bidder(s) are encouraged to meet the maximum feasible portion of your overall goal, 9.91%,
by using race-neutral means of facilitating DBE participation. Race-neutral DBE participation
includes any time a DBE wins a prime contract through customary competitive procurement
procedures, is awarded a subcontract on a prime contract that does not carry a DBE goal, or
even if there is a DBE goal, wins a subcontract from a prime contractor that did not consider
its DBE status in making the award (e.g., a prime contractor that uses a strict low bid system
to award subcontracts).

Efforts to encourage awarding contracts to disadvantaged business enterprises
(337.139)

In implementing chapter 90-136, Laws of Florida, the Department of Transportation shall

institute procedures to encourage the awarding of contracts for professional. services and

construction to disadvantaged business enterprises. For the purpeses of this section, the term

“disadvantaged business enterprise” means a small business concern certified by the

Department of Transportation to be owned and controlled by socially and economically

disadvantaged individuals as defined by the Safe, Accountable, Flexible, Efficient

Transportation Equity Act: A Legacy for Users (SAFETEA-LU). The Department of

Transportation shall develop and implement activities to encourage the participation of

disadvantaged business enterprises in the contracting process. Such efforts may include:

{1) Pre-solicitation or pre-bid meetings for the purpose of informing disadvantaged business
enterprises of contracting opportunities.

(2) Written notice to disadvantaged business enterprises of contract opportunities for
commedities or contractual and construction services which the disadvantaged business
provides.

(3) Provision of adequate information to disadvantaged business enterprises about the plans,
specifications, and requirements of contracts or the availability of jobs.

(4) Breaking large contracts into several single-purpose contracts of a size which may be
obtained by certified disadvantaged business enterprises.

E-Verify (Florida Executive Order Number 11-116)

To comply with Presidential Executive Order 12989 and State of Florida Executive Order
Number 11-116, Contractor agrees to utilize the U.S. Department of Homeland Security's E-
verify system to verify the employment of all new employees hired by Contractor during the
contract term. Contractor shall include in related subcontracts a requirement that
subcontractors performing work or providing services pursuant to the state contract utilize the
E-verify system to verify employment of all new employees hired by the subcontractor during
the contract term. Contractors meeting the terms and conditions of the E-Verify System are
deemed to be in compliance with this provision.

Nondiscrimination Federally Assisted Programs (49 CFR Part 21)

The purpose of this Part is to effectuate the provisions of title VI of the Civil Rights Act of
1964 (hereafter referred to as the Act) to the end that no person in the United States shall, on
the grounds of race, color, or national origin, be excluded from participation in, be denied the
henefits of, or be otherwise subjected to discrimination under any program or activity
receiving Federal financial assistance from the Department of Transportation.

What Assurances Must Recipients and Contractors Make? (49 CFR 26.13 (b))

{b) Each contract vou sign with a contractor (and each subcentract the prime contractor signs

with a subcontractor) must include the following assurance:

The contractor, sub recipient or subcontractor shall not discriminate on the

basis of race, color, national origin, or sex in the performance of this contract.

The contractor shall carry out applicable requirements of 49 CFR part 26 in the

award and administration of DOT-assisted contracts. Failure by the contractor

to carry out these requirements is a material breach of this coniract, which may

result in the termination of this contract or such other remedy as the recipient

deems appropriate.

Participation by Disadvantaged Business Enterprises (49 CFR Part 26)

This part seeks to achieve several objectives:

(a) To ensure nondiscrimination in the award and administration of DOT assisted contracts
in the Department’s highway, transit, and airport financial assistance programs;

(b) To create a level playing field on which DBEs can compete fairly for DOT-assisted
contracts;

(¢) To ensure that the Department’s DBE program is narrowly tailored in accordance with
applicable law;

(d) To ensure that only firms that fully meet this part’s eligibility standards are permitted to
participate as DBEs;

{e} To help remove barriers to the participation of DBEs in DOT-assisted contracts;

(f) To assist the development of firms that can compete successfully in the marketplace
outside the DBE program; and

(g) To provide appropriate flexibility to recipients of Federal financial assistance in
establishing and providing opportunities for DBEs.

Highway Projects (USC 18 Section 1020)

Whoever, being an officer, agent, or employee of the United States, or of any State or
Territory, or whoever, whether a person, association, firm, or corporation, knowingly makes
any false statement, false representation, or false report as to the character, quality, quantity,
or cost of the material used or to be used, or the quantity or quality of the work performed or
to be performed, or the costs thereof in connection with the submission of plans, maps,
specifications, contracts, or costs of construction of any highway or related project submitted
for approval to the Secretary of Transportation; or Whoever knowingly makes any false
statement, false representation, false report, or false claim with respect to the character,
quality, quantity, or cost of any work performed or to be performed, or materials furnished or
to be furnished, in connection with the construction of any highway or related project
approved by the Secretary of Transportation; or
Whoever knowingly makes any false statement or false representation as to a material fact in
any statement, certificate, or report submitted pursuant to the provisions of the Federal-Aid
Road Act approved July 11, 1916 (39 Stat. 355), as amended and supplemented, Shall be
fined under this title or imprisoned not more than five years, or both.

Participants' Responsibilities (49 CFR 29.516)

a. Certification by participants in primary covered transactions. Each participant shall
submit the certification in appendix A to this part for it and its principals at the time the
participant submits its proposal in connection with a primary covered transaction, except
that States need only complete such certification as to their principals. Participanis may
decide the method and frequency by which they determine the eligibility of their
principals. In addition, each participant may, but is not required to, check the Non-
procurement List for its principals (Tel. #). Adverse information on the certification will
not necessarily result in denial of participation. However, the certification, and any
additional information pertaining to the certification submitted by the participant, shall be
considered in the administration of covered transactions.

b. Certification by participants in lower tier covered transactions.

M Each participant shall require participants in lower tier covered iransactions to
include the certification: in appendix B to this part for it and its principals in any
proposal submitted in connection with such lower tier covered transactions.

{(a) However, an operating administration may require that a person who enters into a
primary covered transaction require the next lower tier participant to include,
with conforming modifications, the certification in appendix A.

(2) A participant may rely upon the certification of a prospective participant in a
lower tier covered transaction that it and its principals are not debarred,
suspended, ineligible, or voluntarily excluded from the covered transaction by
any Federal agency, unless it knows that the certification is erroneous.
Participants may decide the method and frequency by which they determine the
eligibility of their principals. In addition, a participant may, but is not required to,
check the Non-procurement List for its principals and for participants (Tel. #).

¢. Changed circumstances regarding certification. A participant shall provide immediate
written notice to the City of Hialeah if at any time the participant learns that its
certification was erroneous when submitted or has become erroneous by reason of
changed circumstances. Participants in lower tier covered transactions shall provide the
same updated notice to the participant to which it submitted its proposals.

Public Entity Crimes Statement

In accordance with Florida Statutes Sec. 287.133(2)(a), “ A person or affiliate who has been
placed on the convicted vendor list following a conviction for a public entity crime may not
submit a bid on a contract to provide any goods/services to a public entity, may not submit a
bid on a contract with a public entity for construction or repair of a public building or public
work, may not submit bids on leases of real property to a public entity, may not be awarded
or perform work as a contractor, supplier, subcontractor, or Consultant under a contract with
any public entity, and may not transact business with any public entity in excess of the
threshold amount provided in Section 287.017, for Category Two, for a period of 36 months
from the date of being placed on the convicted vendor list.” '

Drug Free Workplace Notification

In accordance with Florida Statute 287.087, the Consultant(s) must certify that company does

the following:

a. Publish a statement notifying employees that the unlawful manufacture, distribution,
dispensing, possession, or use of a controlled substance is prohibited in the workplace
and specifies the actions that will be taken against employees for violations of such
prohibition.

b. Inform employees about the dangers of drug abuse in the workplace, the business’s
policy of maintaining a drug free workplace, any available drug counseling,
rehabilitation, and employee assistance programs, and the penalties that may be imposed
upon employees for drug abuse violations.

c. Give each employee engaged in providing the commodities or contractual services that
are under bid a copy of the statement specified in subsection “a”.

d. In the statement specified in subsection “a”, notify the employees that, as condition of
working on the commodities or contractual services that are under bid, the employee with
abide by the terms of the statement and will notify the employer of any conviction of, or
plea of guilty or nolo contendere to, any violation of Chapter 893 or of any controlled
substance law of the United Stated or any state, for violation occurring in the workplace
no later than five (3) days after such conviction.

e. Impose a sanction on, or require the satisfactory participation in a drug abuse assistance
or rehabilitation program if such is available in the employee’s community, by any
employee who is so convicted.

f. Make a good faith effort to continue to maintain a drug free workplace through
implementation of this section.

Prompt Payment Provision

Except for issues arising from contract indemnification provisions, the City will have the right to retain out of any
payment due the Consultant under this Agreement an amount sufficient to satisfy any amount due and owing to the
City by the Consultant on any other Agreement between the Consultant and the City. The City may withhold payment
on any invoice in the event that the Consultant is in default under any provision of this Agreement or any other
Agreement hetween the Consultant and the City as of the time of processing the invoice or as of the time payment is
made available on the invoice. This right to withhold will continue until such time as the default has been cured, and,
upon cure, the City will have the right {o retain an amount equat to the damages suffered as a result of the defauit.

Itis mutually agreed and understood that the following provision will be applicable to this Agreement if the
compensation to be paid to the Consultant, whether by lump sum or cost-plus-a-fixed-fee, will exceed the threshold
amount provided in Section 287.017, Florida Statutes, for CATEGORY FOUR.

The Consultant hereby certifies, covenants and warrants that wage rates and other factual unit costs provided the City to
support the compensation are accurate, complete and current as of the date of this Agreement. # is further agreed that
the Agreement price will be adjusted to exclude any significant sums by which the Cily determines the Agreement price
was increased due to inaccurate, incomplete or non-current wage rates and other factual unit costs. All such Agreement
adjustments must be made within one year folfowing the end of the Agreement. For this purpose, the end of the
Agreement is the date of final billing or acceptance of the work by the City, whichever is later.

The City, during any fiscal year, will not expend money, incur any liability, or enter into any coniract which, by its
terms, involves the expenditure of money in excess of the amounts budgeted as available for expenditure during
such fiscat year. Any contract, verbal or written, made in violation of this subsection is nulf and void, and no money
may be paid on such contract. The City will reguire a statement from the comptroller of the City that funds are
available prior to entering into any such contract or other binding commitment of funds. Nothing herein contained will
prevent the making of contracts for periods exceeding one year, but any contract so made shall be executory only for
the value of the services to be rendered cr agreed to be paid for in suicceeding fiscai years. Accordingly, the City's
performance and obligation to pay under this Agreement is contingent upon an annual appropriation by the

tegislature.
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4. INDEMNITY AND INSURANCE:

If the Consuitant is an individual or entity licensed by the state of Florida who holds a current certificate of registration under
Chapter 481, Florida Statutes, to practice architecture or landscape architecture, under Chapter 472, Florida Statutes, to
practice land surveying and mapping, or under Chapter 471, Florida Statutes, to practice engineering, and who enters into
a written agreement with the City relating to the planning, design, construction, administration, study, evaluation, consulting,
or other professional and technical support services furnished in connection with any actual or proposed construction
improvement, atteration, repair, maintenance, operation, managemernit, relocation, demolition, excavation, or other facility,
land, air, water, or utility development or improvement, the Consultant will indemnify and hold harmiess the City, and its
officers and employees, from liabilities, damages, losses, and costs, including, but not limited to, reasonable attorneys’
fees, to the extent caused by the negligence, recklessness, or intentionally wrongful conduct of the Consultant and other
persons employed or utilized by the Consultant in the performance of the contract.

The parties agree that 1% of the total compensation to the Consultant for performance of this Agreement is
the specific consideration from the City to the Consultant for the Consultant's indemnity agreement.

The Consultant will have and maintain during the term of this Agreement, a professional liability insurance policy or
policies, or an irrevocable letter of credit established pursuant to Chapter 675 and Section 337.106, Florida Statutes,
with a company or companies authorized to do business in the State of Florida, affording professional liability coverage
for the professional services to be rendered in accordance with this Agreement in the amount specified in the

Agreement.

Under the terms of this agreement, the plans, reports and recommendations of the Consultant will be reviewed by the
City for conformity with FDOT standards and agreement terms. However, review by the City does not constitute detailed
review or checking of design components and related details, or the accuracy with which designs are depicted on the

plans.

Acceptance of the work by the City or Agreement termination does not constitute City approval and will not

relieve the Consultant of the responsibility for subsequent corrections of any errors and/or omissions and the clarification of
any ambiguities. The Consultant shall make all necessary revisions or corrections resulting from errors and/or omissions on
the part of the Consultant without additional compensation. If these errors and/or omissions are discovered during the

construction of the project, they shall be corrected without additionat compensation.

5. COMPLIANCE WITH L AWS:

All final plans, documents, reports, siudies and other data prepared by the Consultant shall bear the professional's seal/
signature, in accordance with the applicable Florida Statute that governs and Administrative Rules promulgated by the
Department of Business and Professional Regulation, and guidelines published by the City, in effect at the time of
execution of this Agreement. [n the event that changes in the Statute or Rules create a conflict with the requirements of
the published guidelines, requirements of the Statute and/or Rules shal! take precedence.

Chapter 337.162 Florida Statutes applies as follows:

(1) If the City has knowledge: or reason to believe that any person has violated the provisions of state
professional licensing laws or rules, it will submit a compiaint about the violations to the Department of

Business and Professional Regulation. The complaint wilf he confidential.

Failure to submit a
complaint about the violations may be grounds for disciplinary action pursuant to Chapter 465 and the state
licensing law applicable to that licensee. The complaint will be confidential.

It is understood and agreed
that the term "fee" shall also include brokerage fee, however dencted. For the breach or violation of this Paragraph,
the City shall have the right to terminate this Agreement without liability, and, at its discretion, to deduct from the
contract price, or otherwise recover, the full amount of such fee, commissicn, percentage, gift or consideration.

The Consultant shall allow public access to all documents, papers, letters, or other material subject to the provisions of
Chapter 119, Florida Statutes, and made or received by the Consultant in conjunction with this Agreement. Failure by
the Consultant to grant such public access shall be grounds for immediate unilateral cancellation of this Agreement

by the City.

The Consultant agrees that it will make no statements, press releases or publicity releases concerning this Agreement
or its subject matter or otherwise disclose or permit to be disclosed any of the data or other information obtained or
furnished in compliance with this Agreement, or any particulars thereof, during the period of the Agreement, without
first notifying the City and securing its consent in writing. The Consuliant also agrees that it will not publish, copyright
or patent any of the data developed under this Agreement, it being understood that such data or information is the

property of the City.

Consultant covenarits and agrees that it and its employees will be bound by the standards of conduct provided in
_applicable Florida Statutes and applicable rules of the Department of Business and Professional Regulation as they
relate to work performed under this Agreement. Consultant further covenants and agrees that when a former state
employee is employed by the Consultant, the Consuftant will require that strict adherence by the former state employee
to Florida Statutes 112.313(9) and 112.3185 is a condition of employment of said former state employee. These
statutes will by reference be made a part of this Agreement as though set forth in full. Consultant agrees o
incorporate the provisions of this paragraph in any subcontract into which it might enter with reference o the work

performed pursuant to this Agreement.
